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DETAILED ACTION 

This Office Action is in response to Applicant's amendment filed 19 May 2008. 



Response to Arguments 

Applicant's arguments with respect to the claims have been considered but are 
moot in view of the new ground(s) of rejection. 



Claim Objections 

Claim 15 is objected to because of the following informalities: It recites a spigot 
and spigot seating. These limitations were already introduced in Claim 1 . Appropriate 
correction is required. 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 
The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

The factual inquiries set forth in Graham v. John Deere Co., 383 U.S. 1 , 148 
USPQ 459 (1966), that are applied for establishing a background for determining 
obviousness under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) are summarized as follows: 

1 . Determining the scope and contents of the prior art. 

2. Ascertaining the differences between the prior art and the claims at issue. 

3. Resolving the level of ordinary skill in the pertinent art. 
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4. Considering objective evidence present in the application indicating 
obviousness or nonobviousness. 

Claims 1, 2, 3, 7, 10-18 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being 

unpatentable over Melclier (US Patent 2,704,399). 

Claim 1 , 1 5, 1 6, 1 7, 1 8: Melcher teaches an instrument that contains a first part 
(1) and a second part (2) held together with a connecting device (pivot shown in Figure 
2) that contains a spigot (8) provided on the first part and a spigot recess (counterbore 
located in element 2) on the second part. The connecting device also contains a cover 
element (5) that is connected to the first part and is disposed on the second part so that 
it holds the first and second parts together. The cover element (5) is positioned on the 
spigot (8) (see Figures 2 and 3 and column 2, lines 3-33). The cover element (5) has a 
larger diameter than the spigot (see Figures 2 or 3). The contact surface on the second 
part is arranged In the spigot recess at a widened portion of the recess (see Figure 2). 

Melcher teaches that the cover element and spigot are connected by threads on 
a screw, not snap action closure. However, snap action fastening is old and well known 
in the art and it would have been obvious because a person of ordinary skill to pursue 
known fastening options within his or her technical grasp. If this leads to the anticipated 
success, it is likely the product not of innovation, but of ordinary skill and common 
sense. 

Claim 2: The surface of first part touches the second part (see Figures 1 and 2). 
Claim 3: The cover element touches the second part (see Figure 2). 
Claim 7: Melcher teaches the use of longitudinal slots (1 1 ) in allow spreading 
when the two screws are pressed against each other. 
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Claim 10: Tlie spigot (8) is on the first part and the spigot recess is located on the 
second part (see Figure 2). 

Claim 11, 13, 14: The surface of the first part is adapted for the second part to be 
placed there (see Figures 1 and 2). 

Claim 12: The cover element blocks withdrawal of the second part from the 
seating (Figures 2 and 3 and column 2, lines 3-33).
